H This  figure  to  render  it  coinper’able  vri-th  the  death  rate 
for  the  country  as  a whole,  has  to  bo  multiplied  by  the 
Areal  Comparability  Factor  Oo73,  \7hich  has  been  supplied 
by  the  Registrar  General,  as  requisite  to  redress  the 
abnormal  constitution  of  the  local  population  from  the 
point  cf  view  of  sex  and  age  components*  Applying  this 
factor,  the  corrected  death  rate  is  11, -.8  as  compared 
v/ith  li)-o3  for  the  country  as  a whole;.

SECTION  C - SANITARY  CIRCTO/ETANCES  OP  TIE  AREA. 


Xlarccr  Supply.  houses  were  connected  to  Southend  Hater 

Ccmpany's  marns  at  the  end  of  the  year  an  increa-se  of  10. 

Drainage  and  Seyrerage.  There  are  182  ccnnections  to  the  sewer 
affecting  9^8  properties,.  No  new  connecticns  were  mad.e  during  194-0. 

Public  Cleansing,  621  loads  of  refuse  were  co'llected  from  65 
bins,  each  bin  serving  several  streetso 

Sal-'-age.  Haste  paper  is  c-llected  on  receipt  of  postcards  and 
also  periodical  collection  is  made  from  the  various  depots  on  the  Island, 
Tins  and  scrap  iron  are  also  collected.

Factories  Act,  1937.  A total  of  55  inspections  were  made 
including  visits  to  premises  of  Outworkers. 

Petroleum  (Regulations)  Acts,  1928  and  1936,  9 inspections 

were  made  and  one  licence  was  issued  during  the  year. 

In  other  branches  of  sanitary  administration,  the  usual 
routine  work  was  carried  out  but  no  essential  changes 
occurred. 


SECTION  D - HOUSING. 

3 new  houses  were  erected  between  1st  April,  194‘Oand  31st 
March,  1941*  Housing  inspections  v/ere  curtailed  by  reason  of  evacuation, 
etc.,  and  43  inspections  were  made. 

SECTION  E - INSPECTION  AND  SUPSEATISION  OF  FOOD. 

lii.lk  Supply.  At  the  end  of  the  year  7 farms  and  other  pronisea 
used  as  dairies  were  registered  and  20  retail  purveyors  were  also  registered. 

Mil-k  (special  Designations)  Order,  193^»  One  licence  to  sell 
Pasteurised  milk  and  one  licence  to  sell  Tuberculin  Tested  milk  were  granted. 
The  licences  were  supplementary  licences  for  the  retail  sale  of  the  milks 
from  a depot  in  tne  district. 

Meat  and  Other  Foods.  No  slaughterhouse  exists  in  the  District. 
Periodical  inspection  is  made  of  butchers  shops  and  the  meat  therein  examined. 

Fish.  Pish  shops  were  inspected  periodically. 

Milk  and  Dairies  Acts  and  Orders. 

(1)  Biological  Examinations.  Two  samples  were  submitted  to 
biological  examination,  and  the  result  was  negative  in  each  case. 

(2)  Methylene  Blue  Reduction  Test.  Eight  san^les  obtained  at 
farms  licensed  to  produce  Accredited  milk  were  submitted  to  the  methylene 
blue  reduction  test,  and  one  was  found  to  be  unsatisfactory.

SECTION  F - IHEVALENCE  OF,  AI^IP  CONTROL  CfVER,  INFECTIOUS 
iVND  OTHER  DISEASES.

There  are  no  matters  of  outstanding  importance  to  report  in 
respect  of  the  prevalence  of  infectious  diseases.  Particulars  of  all 
cases  notified  during  the  year  will  be  found  in  the  table  on  page  6. 

Tuberculosis.  During  ■1940>  two  cases  of  respiratory 
tuberculosis  A^ere  notified  and  two  cases  of  non-re spir at ory  tuberculosis, 
all  females. 

It  is  regretted  that  during  the  yetir,  there  were  three  deaths 
frcm  tuberculosis,  all  respiratory  and  all  males. 

Immunisation  against  Diphtheria. 

Immunisation  under  the  Scheme  already  in  operation  proceeded 
satisfactorily. 

AIR  MD  PRECAUTIONS. 

This  Department  has  assumed  the  normal  responsibilities  in 
respect  of  the  Emergency  Hedical  Services  (Casualty  Services),  One 
First  Aid  Post  has  been  established,  equipped  and  staffed.  At  the 
end  of  the  year,  Dr,  G,  B.  Durcan  was  acting  as  Medical  Officer  in 
Charge  and  a Nurse  in  Charge  has  been  allocated  by  the  Civil  Nursing 
Reserve.
